The Cont-olidatrd-Connellsville Coke 


Company will be read> to begin busi- 
ness October 1st as a corporation, and 
on or before December 1st as a r.oke 
operator.

er has be-:n (submitted to the opera- 
tors. The foregoing has been suggest- 
ed as a name and may be adopted, 
thcrajin, this has not been finally deter- 
mined. 
The ca iltalizatioii of 
the 


company will cou^ist of preferred and 
common st^clcs and 5 per cent, bonds. 
For the payment of tho bonds a sink- 
Ing fund of 17 cents per ton of coke 
manufactured 
-will be set aside, and 


5 cents pi?.' ton will be set aside in a 
sinknig fund for tne redemption of the 
preferred stork. The latter u'lll pay 
6 per cent, dividends regularly, and 
It Is estimated th;it the common stock 
•will pay from 6% to 12 per cent. The 
securities of tiie corporation will be 
listed on tht New York and Pittsburg 
exchanges and -will be readily con- 
vertible into cash. The stock under 
'ordinary conditions will be worth •par 
and is confidently expected to 
com- 


mand a handsome premium as the 
earning powers ot the corporation be- 
come apparent. 


Charles McKnight, the representa- 


tive of the underwriters, under date of 
July 23, sent .out a 
supplementary 


agreement, and a circular letter to the 
operators, and John "W. Boileati, the 
field manager o£ the merger was here 
this week conferring with the opera- 
tors and getting their signautres to 
this- final paper. • 


The supplementary agreement pro- 


vides that the" purchaser 'and associ- 
atea, immediately after October l,will 
organize a Pennsylvania corporation 
•for the manufacture and sale of coke 
which shall take titles to all the prop- 
erties taken over. A holding company 
for the manufacture and sale of coke 
.stock also will be organized, which 
will issue preferred and common stock 
sufficient, with the stock and bonds 
available, to complete payment for the 
property. 


The purchaser shall have the right 


to deal with, an underwriting syndi- 
cate for the sale of the bonds and to 
use common stock to assist in the sale 
of the bonds as required, which shall 
be part of the issue. The vendor will 
have the right to purchase any amount 
ot the bond issue with tbe same stock 
bonus as is given by the underwriters. 
The preferred stock is to be redeemed 
out of a sinking fund of 5 cents on a 
ton of coke. 


The company taking the title to the 


properties will issue 5 per cent, free 
of tax gold bonds, of which tip to $15,- 
000,000 may remain in the treasury as 
against an equal amount of bonds ot 
sundry coke companies outstanding, 
to be exchanged as opportunity pre- 
sents.

the better grade. He was of the opin- 
ion tbat this bottom coal could not 
have been marketed during the past. 
18 months on account of the dullness 
In trade. Only the best coal, he said 
was accepted. 


In years gone by Mr. Francis testi- 


fied, 60 per cent, ot the coal recovered 
was thought good, but the progress in 
mining methods has increased this 
and- 80 or 85 per cent, in bis opinion 
was the maximum now recovered in 
the majority of the mines. 
He said 


that 7,000 bushels of coal had been 
taken but of a three-fourth acre tract 
in-the Vesta mines. 


H. L,. Morris, superintendent of the

"While running about town with mes- 


sages, Mr. Pitcairn was wide awoke 
and, learned to operate a telegraph In- 
strument, as his friend, "Andy" had 
done. This work w.is in the interest 
of the 
Atlantic 
&' Ohio Telegraph 


Company. He soon became proficient 
in the'use of the telegraph instrument 
and waa one of the first men of the 
country to begin reading by sound. 


He then went to Steubenville, O., as 


an assistant operator and telegraph 
line repairman. He was poon promot- 
ed to the post of opeiator on the Pitts- 
burg A Cleveland line, -when the old 
Ohio & Pennsylvania, now tie Piiti- 
burg. Fort Wayne & Chicago railroad, 
was started. He wan afterward given 
a place as operator for the Atlantic & 
Ohio Telegraph Company, for which 
he was formerly a messenger boy. 
This wns a line running from this cita- 
to. Philadelphia. 


The railroad business always hav- 


ing an attraction for him, Mr. Pit- 
cadrn then sought a oosition with the 
Pennsylvania and was given the post 
of operator and assistant ticket agent 
at Duncansville, Bl£lr 
county. Pa. 


This was in July, 
1853. 
Since that 


time, 56 years ago, Mr. Pitcairn had 
been a Pennsylvania railroad man and 
highly honored in every position he 
ever held. His rise in the service 
from this position was rapid. 


In 1862 Mr. Pitcairn was made sup- 


erintendent cf the Middle division and 
remained there until 1866, although 
during the war he had at several times 
cha-ge o£ the Ptttsburg division in 
connection with his regular duties. Al- 
though he had hetter chances for pro- 
motion in the place of superintendent 
of transportation he held,to the post 
of division superintendent and manag- 
ed, in 1865, to becure the appointment 
o( superintendent of the Pittsburg di- 
vision, a long cherished ambition. 


With this newest appointment, he 


returned to PittBhurg and served the 
road for 10 years, at which time the 
general agency of the road at Pitts- 
burg was added to the position he was 
then holding. 


Mr. Pitcairn's best work was probab- 


ly done during the Civil War, when he 
was in his prime and one of the real 
men of brains connected with the sys- 
tem. 
By his able management of.the 


company's affairs the 
division 
and 


branches unaer him kept up an eicel- 
lent record. For three months after 
the battle of Antietam he had charge 
of both the Pittsburg and Middle di- 
visions of the road and for part of that 
time also was head of the Franklin 
branch, from Chamboraburg to Hagers- 
jfown, and handled the movement of 


the past tow years.

Coat Dust Shown To Have Played An 


Important Part in Big 
Accidents. 


Fir*t Touch of Cold Weather Hai 
Influence. 


To the widespread 
effort 
among 


mining men and scientists to lessen 
the dangers o.t explosion in coal min> 
lag the moat recent contribution 
is an article fry Roilin T. Cbamberlin 
entitled "Notes on Explosive Mine 
.Gases and Dusts, with special refer- 
ence to Kxplosions In. the Alonongah 
Darr, and Naomi coal mines.". The 
paper is published 
by the 
United 


States Gel^gical Survey which 
has 


begun a general investigation oE the 
origin, of gas in coal mines and tiie 
dangers due to the pressure of gaa 
and coal vlust, when the three terrific 
exploftfons mentioned, alt 
occurring 


la December, 1907, diverted the 
tn- 


? qidry for the time being to the more 


apedfic investigation of 
the 
condi- 


tions in. these mines, on account of 
the exception?,! opportunity afforded 
to observe the behavior of explosions 
on a !arg«' scale. Valuable inferences 
•wtre drav/n both, from observation of 
the physical effects of the explosions 
and from analysis and study of gases 
and dusts collected in the mines. 


Mr, Chamberlin describes 
experi- 


ments with coal bottled for long per- 
iods -in a vacuum, to determine the 
rate of escape ot methane and other 
inflammable gases, and reaches 
the 


conclusion, tiom Tarious comparative 
tests, that the escape of fire damp in- 
to mines must continue very steadily 
for long periods of time from the sol- 
id coal as well as from distinct cracks 
and fissures leading back to storage 
reservoirs- Lock oC ventilation In old 
worldnga may make the slow accum- 
ulation dangerous, but. a much great- 
er danger lies in rapirt outbursts wflen 
* strong "blower" or reservoir of gas 
IR encountered. 


An interesting part of the report is 


the study of the deposits of dust in 
all parts of the exploded mines, indi- 
cating by fheir position the direction 
of .the blast and the eddying currents 
and by their condition the character 
and causes of the explosions.. Coal 
dust is shown to have played an im- 
.pcrtant part in the propagation and 
extension of the flame. 


Old coal dust, long exposed to the 


air. is shown to be less dangerous thau 
fresh dust close to the working faces 
so.far as )ts chemical qualities go. 
7 he contrary has tfif-n stated occa- 
sionally, hi mining literature, but def- 
inite experimental evidence leads to 
the present author's conclusion. 


One of fie chief lessons 
learned 


from the explosions is these mines 
was the in Recce of the first touch of 
cold weaiiH-r on the danger of coal 
dust explosions.

is cooled in a. mine the condensation

As 
good ventilation is indispensable to 
proper mining conditions, ?ome means 
of reducing the dangers incident to 
it Is much needed. 
, Tha striking difference between the 
charred, :ho uncharred. and the fresh 
coal dusts, ••.vith regard to their per- 
centages of shale, gives rise to a def- 
inite practical suggestion that the lia- 
bility of coal dust to explode ciny be 
reduced by the admixture of a large 
amount of very fine shale or similar 
adhesive mineral matter. This meth- 
od would give more permanent secur- 
ity than sprinkling with ^vater, which 
is effective for a time. A coatinc of 
-mud, clay, shale, or whitewash on rhe 
ribs and props mus: so bind the coal- 
dust particles to the coal or timbers 
as to pr»vert the dust from
